GETTING VOTE 


Continued from Page One. 


until the attorney general and other 
legal experts arrive at a decision. 
We do not even know whether or not 
it will be necessary to call a special 
session in order to give women the 
right to vote in the general elections 
in November, but if it prove neces- 
sary, there wilt be time to do so. 
There is no time to do so for the May 
primaries, but it is not improbable 
that our legal experts working on. 
the case may find some way out. It 
•nay be possible to devise some special 
machinery. I sincerely hope this may 
be so,'' said the governor. "It is ex- 
pensive to call a special session, and 
opens up a Pandora's box for all sorts 
of things. I trust another way may 


» f•- ind, both for the primaries and 


the general elections." 


The difficulties facing the voting of 


•vomen in this state include the fact 
that they are neither registered nor 
assessed as yet, and that the federal 
amendment does not remove certain 
stipulations in state election laws. 


"If only Pennsylvania had given 


women the vote through the referen- 
dum, as she came so near doing in 
1915," said the governor, "all this 
trouble could be avoided. The liquor 
interests of this state prevented it." 


And here the governor took occa- 


sion to come to the defense of the 
prohibition amendment. 


"There is today a strongly financed 


movement to repeal this law," he 
said, "but we are hearing very little, 
too little, about the unquestioned ben- 
efits already noticeable, and this even 
though the law has been in force 
such a short time and 'has been 
imperfectly enforced. 


"In my fepinion the results already 


far outmcasure those predicted by its 
advocates. I base my statements on 
reports and on recent visits to In- 
diana and Delaware counties and oth- 
er industrial 
centers of our s^ate. 


'There is evidence of a remarkable 


growth in steadiness, production has 
been increased, accidents have been 
reduced. 
Whereas heretofore there 


was always a let-down on Monday 
morning or following holiadys, many 
men not reporting for work. 
The 


men are 
now on the job. Where 


there is piecework the 
increase in 


production is especially noticed. 


Crime is Decreasing 


"Crime has been reduced," contin- 


ued the governor. "In Inidana county 
I found there was no criminal court.

GETTING VOTE 


Continued from Page One. 


until the attorney general and other 
legal experts arrive at a decision. 
We do not even know whether or not 
it will be necessary to call a special 
session in order to give women the 
right to vote in the general elections 
in November, but if it prove neces- 
sary, there wilt be time to do so. 
There is no time to do so for the May 
primaries, but it is not improbable 
that our legal experts working on. 
the case may find some way out. It 
•nay be possible to devise some special 
machinery. I sincerely hope this may 
be so,'' said the governor. "It is ex- 
pensive to call a special session, and 
opens up a Pandora's box for all sorts 
of things. I trust another way may 


» f•- ind, both for the primaries and 


the general elections." 


The difficulties facing the voting of 


•vomen in this state include the fact 
that they are neither registered nor 
assessed as yet, and that the federal 
amendment does not remove certain 
stipulations in state election laws. 


"If only Pennsylvania had given 


women the vote through the referen- 
dum, as she came so near doing in 
1915," said the governor, "all this 
trouble could be avoided. The liquor 
interests of this state prevented it." 


And here the governor took occa- 


sion to come to the defense of the 
prohibition amendment. 


"There is today a strongly financed 


movement to repeal this law," he 
said, "but we are hearing very little, 
too little, about the unquestioned ben- 
efits already noticeable, and this even 
though the law has been in force 
such a short time and 'has been 
imperfectly enforced. 


"In my fepinion the results already 


far outmcasure those predicted by its 
advocates. I base my statements on 
reports and on recent visits to In- 
diana and Delaware counties and oth- 
er industrial 
centers of our s^ate. 


'There is evidence of a remarkable 


growth in steadiness, production has 
been increased, accidents have been 
reduced. 
Whereas heretofore there 


was always a let-down on Monday 
morning or following holiadys, many 
men not reporting for work. 
The 


men are 
now on the job. Where 


there is piecework the

production is especially noticed.

"Crime has been reduced," contin-
